her club top sail. Reliance clung to 
her tender until 9:30, when she drop- 
ped the tow and started 
down the 


coast. 


The Reliance seems to have trouble

A Findlay paper gives the following 
account of the fatal accident). 


"Wilbur Warner, head brakwman on 


the L EX & W local freifcht wa« so 
badly crusher! by his train, at Posto- 
ria last night, that he died' bhortly 
after 3 o'clock this morning 


"His train was closely followed oat 


of Fostoria, by another freight} An* it 
was the crew of the latter that found 
him lyinK in the middle of the traek. 
mangled and bleeding. The unfor« 
tunatp man was unconscious, when 
found, bis right arm wa.s torn from 
the body at the shoulder, a hot* pfatfi 
eed in his side, and otherwise badly 
maimed and bruised. 


"Th*? rest of the crew of tb<* local 


including conductor Johnson, were not 
apprised of the accident, until 
tb& 


train pulled into Pindlay 
at 
9.50 


o'clock, where a telegram announcing 
the accident, from fho superintendent 
at L,ima awaited th-> conductor. 
Mr. 


Warner's fellow trainmen remember 
ed bavins seen him start back over 
the cars, just as the train was pulling 
out of Fostoria. It is not known ex- 
actly. how he fell to his death, but it 
is conjoctured that In1 forgot about 
the dead eiiRine behind, and stepped 
off in the darkness.'
